Mercy Hospital Grayling and 
local ambulance officials have 
forged an agreement regulating 
emergency medical services in 
Crawford County. 

A memorandum of under- 
standing has been developed to 
govern emergency medical ser- 
vices in Crawford County. 

The memorandum will take 
effect 30 days after it is signed. It 
follows discussions between the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, Mercy Hospital 
Grayling, Mobile Medical 
Response (MMR), and North 
Flight, Inc officials. 

“The signed memorandum of 
understanding is a demonstration 
that the leadership of North 
Flight, MMR, Mercy Hospital 
Grayling and Crawford County 
have together made a commit- 
ment to work toward the best 
solution for the continued provi- 
sion of quality emergency med- 
ical services for our community,” 
said Stephanie Riemer-Matuzak, 


CEO of Mercy Hospital 
Grayling. 
The memorandum allows 


patients or their families to 
choose which EMS service to 
use during transfers. 

In March, the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners 
rejected a proposed emergency 
medical services ordinance, 
which would have governed

had been heavily debated by 
local medical officials. 

The state’s public health code 
allows municipalities to adopt 
ordinances to establish proce- 
dures for ambulance services in 
order to ensure reliable, timely 
and effective medical transporta- 
tion. 

The ordinance, which was 
pushed by Beaver Creek 
Township Fire Chief Ed 
Holtcamp, said that the quality 
and reliability of the services 
will be enhanced if an ambu- 
lance contractor is offered an 
exclusive contract to furnish 
both emergency and non-emer- 
gency patient transportation 
between hospitals and other 
medical care facilities. The ordi- 
nance required all hospitals, 
nursing homes and other inpa- 
tient care facilities to obtain non- 
emergency transportation from 
the county’s medical transporta- 
tion contractor. 

There were exceptions to the 
requirement, however, when the 
contractor could not provide- 
timely service or an ambulance 
service funded by a municipality 
could provide the transportation. 

Mobile Medical Response 
(MMR) of Saginaw has contract- 
ed with the county to provide 
ambulance service since 2000.

An 11th hour appeal for a plan 
to create a uniformed facade in 
the downtown business district 
to honor the area’s ties to the 
lumber industry was endorsed 
by Crawford County officials 
earlier this month.

Young envisions downtown 
having an overhang going from 
the Crawford County 
Courthouse to Spruce Street

county, North Flight, an ambu- 
lance service owned by Munson 
Medical Center, had provided 
county wide ambulance services 
in Crawford County for 10 years.

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| Geocaching growing in popularity

' It’s easy for people in the local 
community to claim that they 
know Crawford County. After 
all, many people have lived here 
for their entire lives, 

Nonetheless, there is a fast 
gtowing group of adventurers 
who spend much of their free 
time challenging this preconcep- 
tion. They are called “geo- 
cachers,” and they are proving 
that there is a lot of Crawford 
County territory to be explored. 

, Geocaching is all over the 
world,” said Jerry LaMotte, who 
is considered to be something of 
ailocal expert on the hobby. 

‘Geocaching is an activity 
where an adventurer will hide a 
sinall package, called a cache, in 
an unusual location. The coordi- 
nates are posted online so that 
other adventurers can use global 
positioning satellite (GPS) 
devices to find the cache. 

‘Although the basic process is 
simple, the real challenge comes 
int hunting for geocaches that are 
-hidden well out of the way of the 
beaten path. Geocachers like to 
challenge each other, meaning 
that local enthusiasts are learning 
just how big Crawford County 
really is. 

‘“Tt’s quite an adventure,” said 
LaMotte. “We’re seeing a lot of 
Crawford County that we just 
hadn’t seen before.” 

Jerry LaMotte and his wife, 
Marion, got into the hobby when 
Marion purchased Jerry a GPS to 
aid him in hunting and fishing 
expeditions. Before long, 
Marion heard about the hobby of 
geocaching through word of 
mouth. 

“There’s quite a few (people) 
in this area that do it,” said 
Marion. 

Marion and Jerry both feel that 
sightseeing is perhaps the biggest 
appeal of the expeditions. 

“They just take you to beauti- 
ful places,” said Marion.

their passing. They are some- 
times filled with other items too. 

The person who initially sets 
up, the cache will sometimes 
leave a small amount of money 
(usually around $5) as a reward 
for the first person to locate the 
cache. After that, visitors will 
often leave personal treasures at 
the site. 

Explorers are welcome to keep 
items that they find, but good 
geocaching etiquette says that 
one should leaving something 
else to replace anything that is 
taken.

“Well, if I can figure it out, 
most people can,” said Jerry. 
“It’s a little bit tricky at first.” 

The next step is to find the 
coordinates of the cache you are 
looking for. The best resource 
for this is www.geocaching.com, 
which is a huge free resource that 
lists geocache coordinates from 
all over the world.

MICHIGAN BUDGET leaders have 
dropped the second shoe. 

Just a week or so after agreeing on 
how to handle one budget crisis, they 
have agreed on how to handle a second 
one.

Two budget woes down, one more to go 


SOS 


will expire Dec. 31 this year, and the $2 
billion income chasm has been yawning 
for about a year now, 

Last week Republican leaders of the 
state senate, Democratic leaders of the 
state house, and Gov. Granholm and her 
money gurus came up with a new 
Michigan Business Tax to take effect 
when the SBT expires, and designed to 
produce the same $2 billion in lost rev- 
enue, 

Now only one budget crisis remains, 
and that’s where to find an estimated 
$1.6 billion or so expected shortfall in 
the 2008 annual budget, which runs from 
October t, 2007 to September 30, 2008. 
Ii looks as if the answers must come 
from more cuts in spending, more rev- 
enue, or a combination. 

The 2008 budget represents the third 
shoe for our legislative and executive 
leadership to drop. 

Nobody promised making laws and 
being governor were going to be easy 
this year .... but hardly anybody expect- 
ed such heavy lifting, either. 

KEY FIGURES in all this maneuver- 
ing have been Gov. Granholm, 
Democratic House Speaker Andy 


Dillon, and Sen. Mike Bishop, 
Republican leader in the senate. 

Both Mr. Dillon and Mr. Bishop were 
elected by their respective party mem- 
bers to their leadership .posts. Although 
neither enjoys the luxury of strong, unit- 
ed party backing on all issues, both have 
been mostly effective in holding their 
memberships together, firm in some 
instances and compromising in others. 

It’s instructive to recall that when the 


legislative year began, Gov. Granholm 


insisted the money problems were tied 
together, and all three problems must be 
solved at the same time. She proposed 
spending and taxing programs designed 
to balance both the 2007 and 2008 bud- 
gets, plus adopt a new business tax plan 
to replace the SBT tax, in a broad, far 
ranging total program. 

That didn’t work. — 

Sen. Bishop has insisted from the 
beginning that the three-phased financial 
miasma must be treated separately. 
These were three problems, not one, 
Sen. Bishop reasoned, and he and his 
senate GOP troops have steadfastly held 
to that posture. 

So far, Mr. Bishop’s position has been 
productive, and Gov. Granholm’s has 


not.

NOW THE WHOLE budget process is 
in the home stretch. 

Early indications are that the eventual 
2008 budget solution will involve more 
adjustments in current spending pro- 
grams, stretching from selective outright 
spending cuts to money saving restruc- 
turing here and there, plus adding more 
taxes, probably by raising the personal 
income tax rate, which has been cut 
gradually during the past eight or ten 
years. 

As for the new business tax package, it 
appears at first glance designed to help 
existing manufacturers, encourage new 
ones, and offer relief to new and strug- 
gling smali businesses. 

Gov. Granholm claims seven of 10 
businesses will pay lower taxes. That 
sounds great, but it also means the other 
three businesses will pay higher taxes, 
and enough to make up that $2 billion 
the SBT now yields. 

Initial reaction from business groups 
has been yenerally supportive. That’s 
understandable from the seven business- 
es which will pay lower taxes, but I won- 
der about the absent complaints from 


those three businesses paying higher 
taxes, 

One early caution has sounded that the 

Michigan tax structure will be unique to 
Michigan, that no other state handles the 
same business taxes the same ways. To 
me, that sounds like a positive result, not 
a negative one .... as long as the taxes 
are fair and adequate. 
* When the actual bills;to put the new 
taxes into effect are written and then 
amended and ground through the law 
making process; we will know more 
about who will pay what, and how the 
new business tax structure will work in 
practice. 

These two relatively rapid fire politi’ 
cal agreements on budget programs, of 
course, did not happen overnight, but 
came after long and hard study and 
negotiating among all the role players. 

‘But all in all, it’s been a couple of 
good productive weeks of work for 
Michigan budget makers, both legisla- 
tive and executive, with more expected 
in the very near future.

In Romans 5:20 we see the 
contrast between abounding sin 
and abounding grace. 
“20Moreover the law entered, 
that the offense might abound. 
But where sin abounded, grace 
did much more abound.”

launching fund raising campaign 


The  Crawford-Roscommon 
Conservation District is launch- 
ing a fund raising campaign to 
help it reverse a reduction in serv- 
ice that was forced by state fund- 
ing cuts. 

The districts board of directors 
met June 6, and reluctantly voted 
to lay off Administrator Theresa 
Compton, effective the next day. 
The Michigan Legislature cut the 


, districts $19,200 annual funding 


from the Michigan Department of 
Agriculture in half for this year 
and eliminated it for fiscal next 
year, 

Members of the district board 
last week also voted to forego 
their own pay, retroactive to April, 
until the funding crisis is resolved. 
Each of the boards five directors 
has received $35 plus mileage per 
monthly meeting. 

Jim Bischoff, board chairman, 
said the Roscommon County 
Recycling and Gypsy Moth 
Suppression programs operated 
by the district will continue as 
usual with funding from county 
commissioners. Compton, who 
performs bookkeeping and other 
administrative duties for those 
programs and the district as a 
whole, has agreed to continue 
working part-time as a volunteer. 

“This is not just .a job,” 
Compton said. “Its something | 
believe in.” Normal business 
hours at the district office at the 
CRAF Center in Roscommon are 
8 a.m. to 3 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. Compton plans to be im 


the office on Mondays. 
Recycling Coordinator Barb 
Stauffer, Gypsy Moth Coordinator 
Lucille Eisbrenner and 
Conservationist Jacque Korn are 
in the office some of the rest of the 
time, but Bischoff said there will 
be occasions when the office is 
not staffed. Korn, an employee of 
the U.S. Department — of 
Agriculture Natural Resources 
Conservation Service, also serves 
the Otsego Conservation District. 

“If no one is at the office, resi- 
dents thay leave messages by call- 
ing 275-5231 or e-mailing there- 
sa.compton@macd.org, 
barb. stouffer@macd.org, 
lucille.eisbrenner@macd.org or 
jacque.korn@mi.usda.gov. The 
staff will respond to messages as 
soon as possible, Bischoff said. 
In the fund raising campaign, the 
district is asking residents of 
Roscommon-Crawford Counties 
for donations to help restore full 
service, ; 

“If each person in the two coun- 
ties contributed just 50 cents a 
year, we'd be able to bring 
Theresa back full-time,” Bischoff 
said. Each person who makes a 
tax-deductible donation to the dis- 
trict will receive a certificate of 
appreciation. Donations may be 
mailed to the  Crawford- 
Roscommon Conservation 
District, PO. Box 156, 
Roscommon, MI 48653. 

“IF you are unable to. make a 
monetary contribution, we hope 
you will consider contacting your 


legislators to eneourage them to 
support legislation to restore fund- 
ing to conservation districts,” 
Bischoff said. 

The district, which marked its 
40th anniversary last month,. is a 
local unit of government, with a 
board of directors elected by resi- 
dents at annual meetings. Its pur- 
pose is to maintain and improve 
the soil, water, forest and wildlife 
resources in Roscommon and 
Crawford Counties. It links resi- 
dents with conservation service 
providers such as state, federal 
and local governments and con- 
servation organizations. In addi- 
tion to recycling and gypsy moth 


suppression, those providers 
include the Michigan 
Groundwater ‘Stewardship 


Program and the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture Natural Resources 
Conservation Service. 

Events sponsored by the district 
include tree and wildlife plant 
sales and an annual Conservation 
Expo. With funding from 


Roscommon County and its town- | 


ships, the district organizes house- 
hold hazardous waste collections. 
This year, that. program has 
expanded to two dates. The dis- 
trict provides Roscommon County 
residents with information on 
township recycling sites and 
offers recycling of cell phones, ink 
jet cartridges, computer equip- 
ment, televisions and electronic 
office machines. It collects manu- 
factures coupons, which are sent 
to U.S. troops overseas.

McNamara, who was a gradu- 
ate of the GHS class of 2003, just 
completed his Latin degree at 
Harvard University. Before leay- 
ing the university for good, he 
competed for the opportunity to 
give an undergraduate speech 
entirely in Latin before 30,000 
cammencement attendees, 
including honorary degree recip- 
ient Bill Gates. 

Despite the seriousness of the 
event, McNamara’s speech was 
something of a laughing matter. 

“There’s a tradition of having 
the Latin oration being comical 
or at least lighthearted,” said 
McNamara. 

McNamara’s speech was enti- 
tled “John Harvard, Jedi Knight.” 

“T thought, well, that’s an 
interesting take on it,” said 
Charley’s father, Mike, who 
attended the event along with the 
rest of Charley’s immediate fam- 
ily. , 

During the eight minute 
speech, which was delivered 
entirely in Latin, McNamara 
compared the Harvard experi- 
ence with training to become a 
Jedi. He spoke of doing battle 
with the “red-ink lightsabers” of 
teachers and seeking the guid- 
ance of Yoda-like mentors. _ 

“You can’t have any notes or 
anything...so in case you get 
stuck, there you are in front of 
35,000 people,” said Mike 
McNamara. 

Although it’s unlikely that 
very many people in the crowd 


language of the ancient Romans, 
McNamara used linguistic tricks 
such as using numerals to spell 
out R2-D2. 

“At the end of the day, I did it 
because it’s fun to write some- 
thing in Latin about Star Wars,” 
said Charley McNamara.

Segments of the speech 
involved swinging an imaginary 
lightsaber and talking like an 
alien. These theatrical elements 
would likely have been enough 
to elicit laughter even without the 
translated speech. Perhaps the 
funniest part of it all is the fact 
that McNamara isn’t much of a 
fan of the movies. 

“T don’t really even like Star 
Wars...but perhaps like Latin lit- 
erature, Star Wars has this time- 
lessness,” said McNamara, who 
added that his all time favorite 
film is actually Clue. 

Guest attendee John Kerry was 
so impressed with McNamara’s 
performance that, after the cere- 


McNamara declined the offer, 
as he already had other plans for 
life immediately after gradua- 
tion, although he said he might 
consider the offer in the future. 

Although a job offer from a 
former presidential hopeful is 
impressive, not even John Kerry 
could match the enthusiasm of 
McNamara’s family.

The mere fact that Chailey 
McNamara even attended 
Harvard is an impressive feat. 
Aside from the fact that the 
school has notoriously high stan- 
dards for applicants, it is still 
unusual for students from small 
or rural communities to be 
accepted to the famous universi- 
ty. . 
“Tl feel like rural communities 
in general are sort of over- 
looked,” said Charley 
McNamara. “People from 
Grayling are just as talented, just 
as motivated and just as smart as 
people from all over the country.” 

Both Charley and his parents 
emphasized that it’s important 
for Grayling kids to go for big 
goals and not sell themselves 
short. 

“Don’t let the money stop you, 
either. So many scholarships are 
need based.’ said Bev 
McNamara. 

Charley is currently training to 
be a high school instructor for 
the Teach for America ‘program.

On April 5, 2007 the Michigan Army National Guard (MIARNG) 
issued a Draft Environmental Assessment (EA) proposing to fire 
the Multiple Launch Rocket System (MLRS) from Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources management agreement lands 
located in Kalkaska County. The Proposed Action would allow fir- 
ing of the MLRS from state iands located southwest of the City of 
Grayling in Section 19 of Garfield East Township, Kalkaska County 
into the “fenced-in” Range 13 impact area located in Beaver Creek 
West Township, Crawford County. Anew MLRS Range was need- 
ed to alleviate scheduling, operational efficiency and safety con- 
flicts on the current MLRS Range located near ihe Multiple 
Purpose Range Complex (MPRC). 


An extensive re-evaluation of the conditions that created the origi- 
nal need for another MLRS Range has been conducted and the fol- 
lowing key issues have changed: 


1. Recent force structure changes have converted the armor units 
within the MIARNG into non-armor units, eliminating the armor 
(tanks) training requirement. Therefore, the MPRC has no 
immediate requirements for armor qualification eliminating this 
major range scheduling conflict. 


2, The .50 Caliber Machinegun Range, currently located on the 
MPRC, is now used extensively during weekend training. 
Scheduling this range during annual training can be effective- 
ly managed to reduce conflicts when the MLRS is scheduled. 


The MIARNG has deferred the decision to fire the MLRS on Camp 
Grayling management agreement lands indefinitely until mission 
training requirements change and require a need to establish a 
second MLAS Range. The firing of the MLAS will continue near the 
MPRC located on the North Camp portion of the Camp Grayling 
Joint Maneuver Training Center.
